Secretary Roper announced that 


50 prominent business men—mem- 
bers of the administration's business 
advisory council—would meet with 
the president Jan. 19. 


At the same time, it was learned 


that a labor leader's self-assumed 
diplomatic role was responsible for 
the White House visit of the quintet 
for whom Alfred P. Sloan. Jr.. Gen- 
eral Motors corporation chairman, 
was spokesman. 


Those industrialists left the presi- 


dent's study saying both they and 
the president had a "better under- 
standing of each other's problems" 
and predicted "closer cooperation" 
in the future.

Therefore, out it goes 
to be placed in that appendix along- 
side of the asking bids, and to be 
used only by expert partnerships 
when they have previously
